Vessels not provided with an elec- 
tric projector or search light that can 
throw light I.ItOO yards are not allowed 
to navigate the canal by night. The 
canal is 87 geographical, or about 100 
statute mil. s in length, 75 to 160 feet 
,, and about 30 feet deep. In order 
to prevent any serious shiftings of the 
canal or washing of its banks it has heen 
found necessary to stone and concrete 
them, which is now being done. 
The canal is a Bource of great revenue 
i the French government, as the tariff 
a our steamer alone is upward ot $7,000 
n freight and passengers. The passen- 
ger dues are about $11 in our money for 
Hrst-claas passengers and $2 steerage. 
Ye arrive at Ismailla at midnight, 
rom this town the railroad connects 
ith Cairo.

the recent decision of 
Federal Judge Speer la the Kicks case 
the St. Louis Republic speaks as follows; 

"The decision o( Federal Judge Speer 
is that a receiver appointed by the Fed- 
eral Courts must carry out a contract 
with the Knginoers' Brotheihood made 
before the receiver was appointed; and, 
in view of the decision of other Federal 
Judges that the Brotherhood is a con- 
spiracy in restraint of interstate com- 
thlsls looked on as giving legal 



to a contract made by the agent of the 
Court itself. 

It is not the affair of the Federal Courts 
to interfere with this Labor Union cither 
to "recognise" it or to attempt to suppress 



of the public in railroad property, and 
savs "it is a poor rule that will not work 
both ways." 

Mr. 1'owderly is a Socialist, who be- 
lieves in confiscating railroad property by 
forcing the burden of taxation on it or by 
some other method that will enable the 
Government to take charge of the roads 
and to operate them as public property.

The man who cannot strike 
for higher wages and better treatment is 
no longer free, and the use of the Federal 
courts for slave-driving purposes can only 
he justified on the assumption that either 
the public or some private employer has 
under the wage system such rights of ow- 
nership in the person of the laborer as 
were formerly claimed by fuedal lords 
over their serfs. Tlioso who study his- 
tory will remember that the great upris- 
ing of laborers in the Middle Ages was 
due to an attempt to re-establish the 
claim to property control of the person of 
the laborer.
